This pro- 
phetic capability passes into a different 
sphere of piognizing thoughts from the 
sensational sphere, Understand me, that 
all persons who have this prophetic | 
capability have sensational power in a| 
higher developed condition than the | 
majority of mankind. I place in the 
category of sensation clairvoyance. In 
the same category I put psychometry— 
sensational capabilities. But they are 
spiritual sensational capabilities. They 
come into relation with the phenomena 
of a spiritual world. This spiritual 
world and its phenomena lie in another 
domain of nature, and man's sensational 
capability is beginning to touch that do- 
main. In the isolated cases of individ- 
ual power in antiquity, when these per- 
sons touched the spiritual sphere they 
spoke, they reasoned and they saw the 
outcome of events with a clearer line 
and definition than the rest of mankind, 
which sight amounted to prophecy. Un- 
questionably in antiquity there was a 
great deal of pretence to this power, but 
beneath the pretence there was a reality. 
The constitution of man to-day possesses 
the active capability for tracing the out- 
come prophetically of events to-day.

Women 
can expect nothing more than this, nor 
with ability and conscientiousness will 
they receive less. If they imagine that

WOMEN AS INVENTORS. 
It was a California woman who invent- 
ed a baby carriage, which neted lier over 


the wife and widow of Washington's 
ablest officer, is lue the honor of invent- 
ing the cotton gin, which is one of those 
distinctly American inventions, the value 
and importance of which have heen rec- 
ognized by the whole industrial world- 
A horseshoe machine, which turns out 
completed shoes, was the invention of a 
woman, also the reaper and mower, the 
idea of which came into the brain of 
Mrs. Aun Manning, of Plainfield, N. J., 
to whom is also accredited a clover 
cleaner. Mrs. Manning scems to have 
stimulated the inventive genius of her 
neighbors, for a few years after her 
reaper and mower was patented Mrs. 
Elizabeth Smith, of the same State, took 
out a patent for an improvement on the 
machine, being a device for changing the 
knives without stopping the wheels, 
One of the most complicated machines 
ever made is that for the manufacture of 
re-enforced bottom paper bags. It is so 
curiously ingenious that how it was con- 
trived passes the ordinary comprehen- 
sion. It was the invention of Miss Mag- 
gie Knight, who, from it and other in- 
ventions in the same line, realized à large 
fortune, A street sweeper of merit was 
devised and patented by a New York 
lady, who bad a costly dress ruined by 
the mud splashed on it by n defective 
machine. 

Most remarkable of all is the invention 
of Mra. Mary B. Walton for deadening 
the sound of car wheels, She lived near 
the elevated railroad in New York, and 
was greatly annoyed by the sound of the 
roaring trains passing her house. The 
most noted machinists and inventors of 
the country had given their attention to 
the subject without being able to furnish 
their solution, when Jo! a woman's brain 
did the work, and her appliance, provirig 
perfectly successful, was. adopted by the 
elevated roads, and she is now reaping 


with literary women, whose indepen- 
dence in following their own ideals 
illustrates the saying: "God made you, 
but you marry yourself." Rarely has it 
heen granted to man or woman to give 
happiness to humanity through the me- 
dium of literature and at the same time 
to achieve happiness in the married 
state. literature and love are jealous 
mistresses, and he who serves one rarely 
long keeps the favor of the other. Jane 
Austen, Charlotte Bronte, the Cary sis- 
ters, Miss: Mitford, and many others 
doubtless were happier in the happiness 
they created for others through ;the 
charm and delight of their poems, 
stories and sketches than they would 
have been had they been married. True, 
it is possible that their happiness was all 
the greater from a knowledge that their 
life of aspiration and achievement was 
self-imposed and could at any time be 
relinquished for the ordinary enjoyments 
of life which are open to the many. 

To the individual and to others the 
life with a purpose that is unhesitatingly 
believed in and resolutely and cheerfully 
followed out has acharm which, if not 
happiness, as that term is commonly un- 
derstood, has an elevation and satisfying 
completeness impossible in a life devoid 
of higher aims than mere personal hap- 
piness. The fact that women are now 
doing so much in art and literature, and 
in various altruistic lines of effort, shows 
that in this, as in no other age of the 
world, is woman beginning to appreciate 
freedom and to use that freedom in ac- 
complishing noble ends. 

Marriage and the convent are no long- 
er the alternatives of woman's life. The 
ever widening range of human wants and 
desires afford varied fields of effort, and 
into all of these woman is destined to 
come, and human sympathies and 
achievernents will be broadened and bet- 
tered for her coming. The recent intel- 
lectual triumphs woman has won in 
England in lines of thought aud study 
heretofore supposed to lie almost exclu- 
sively in man's domain point to still 
greater achievements in the future, A 
woman's essay on “Induction and De- 
duction" has called forth a high tribute 
from Herbert Spencer. Another has 
shown that to be senior wranglers, not- 
withstanding masculine traditions about 
woman's receptivity and lack of original- 
ity, lies within the sphere of woman's 
ambition and accomplishment, while 
Mrs. Drowning and George Eliot have 
shown that woman may uspire to the 
highest honors in literature.

Of all the passions liable to become 
too intensely educated, that of selfishness 
is the strongest and the origin of most 
of the sins of life, receiving aid from 
a few others that transcend their natural 
limits.
